You  still  will  have  to  get  a  permit  any  time  you  burn 
out  of  doors.  No  burning  after  the  snow  is  gone  between 
9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.

On  March  6th,  1966, 
Erin  Sargeant,  age  4,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brooks 
Sargeant,  was  struck  by  a  car  in  front  of  her  house. 
She  was  taken  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital 
where  she  died  on  March  11th. 

There  were  several  car  accidents  in  the  year  of  '67 
but  fortunately  none  were  serious. 

One  child  was  lost  but  found  with  the  help  of  towns- 
people, police  and  fire-departments. 

There  were  five  'breaks,'  all  of  those  responsible  were 
apprehended  with  the  exception  of  two.  Also  one  at- 
tempted rape  which  case  is  now  going  through  the  pro- 
cess of  the  Courts. 

I  am  very  proud  to  let  our  towns-people  know  that 
one  of  our  Deputy  Police,  Raymond  Thomas,  graduated 
from  the  Law  Enforcement  School  on  January  21,  1968. 
Out  of  a  class  of  150,  he  was  the  oldest  Policeman  to 
graduate.  He  took  this  course  at  his  own  expense.  The 
next  session  of  this  School  will  start  in  April  and  I  am 
hoping  that  Chief  of  Police,  Joseph  Bolduc  and  Harold 
Davies  will  enroll  at  that  time.

MARCH  13,  1967 

At  the  School  District  Meeting  held  in  the  Fremont 
Tov/n  Hall,  Fremont,  County  of  Rockingham,  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  1967, 
at  eight  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  business  was  trans- 
acted as  follows:

To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Audi- 
tors, committees,  or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

Mr.  Walter  Turner  moved  that  we  accept  the  reports 
as  presented  in  the  Town  Report.  Mr.  James  H.  O'Con- 
nell  seconded  the  motion.  The  ayes  have  it  and  the  mo- 
tion was  carried. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  choose  Agents  and  Committees 
in  relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

As  there  is  nothing  specific  to  take  up  at  this  time 
under  this  article,  Mr.  Walter  Turner  made  the  motion 
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that  this  article  be  laid  on  the  table.  Mrs.  Shirley  Town- 
send  seconded  the  motion.  The  ayes  have  it  and  the 
motion  was  carried. 

At  this  point  Mr.  Walter  Turner  moved  that  we 
change  the  order  of  articles  and  take  up  Articles  7,  5,  6, 
4,  8,  9,  10  in  that  order.

And  in  order  to  provide 
such  funds  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  issue  and 
sell  notes  or  bonds  for  all  or  any  part  of  the  sum  so 
appropriated  in  the  name  of  and  on  the  credit  of  the 
district  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Municipal  Finance  Act  and  any  amendments  relat- 
ing thereto;  and  to  delegate  the  School  Board  the  au- 
thority to  fix  the  time  and  place  of  payment  of  the 
principal  amount  of  each  note  or  bond,  and  to  sell  the 
notes  or  bonds,  and  to  take  such  other  action  with  re- 
spect thereto  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable.

Someone  said,  "Well,  we  have  no  choice  as  long  as 
we  voted  down  Number  7." 

Mr.  ¥/alter  Turner  read  the  motion,  "I  move  that  the 
Fremont  School  District  authorize  the  Fremont  School 
Board  to  discontinue  providing  a  seventh  and  eighth 
grade  education  at  Ellis  School  and  further  to  author- 
ize the  Fremont  School  Board  to  make  all  necessary  ar- 
rangements to  send  these  two  grades  to  the  Sanborn 
Regional  Junior-Senior  High  School." 

This  motion  was  made  and  seconded.  The  ayes  have  it. 

ARTICLE  6.  Mr.  Walter  Turner,  "I  move  that  the 
Fremont  School  District  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000 
to  provide  transportation  for  all  high  school  pupils 
(grades  9-12)  who  attend  Sanborn  Regional  High

The  motion  to  discontinue  and  relinquish  any  right 
which  the  School  District  might  have  to  a  right-of-way 
over  the  land  of  Freddie  and  Rowena  LeClair  to  Freddie 
LeClair  and  Rowena  LeClair  was  made  by  Mr.  Charles 
Hutchins;  motion  was  seconded  after  discussion.  Voice 
vote  and  the  ayes  have  it.  The  motion  was  carried. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  transact  any  other  business 
which  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting. 
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Mr.  Horsburgh  asked  if  there  was  any  other  busi- 
ness. Mr.  Wilson  introduced  Assistant  Superintendent 
Frank  Games. 

The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adjourn  the 
meeting-.  Mr.  Horsburgh  declared  the  meeting  adjourn-

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  to 
the  citizens  of  Fremont. 

Uppermost  in  our  minds  this  year  is  the  question  of 
whether  or  not  Fremont  should  continue  to  send  its 
7th  and  8th  grade  pupils  to  Sanborn  Regional  Junior- 
Senior  High  School. 

In  my  report  to  you  a  year  ago  I  encouraged  you  to 
seriously  consider  accepting  Sanborn  Regional's  tuition 
proposal  —  my  feelings  have  not  changed.  In  fact,  I  am 
now  more  than  ever  convinced  that  your  decision  was 
a  wise  one.  I  hasten  to  add,  however,  that  there  is  no 
question  whatsoever  that  the  cost  is  greater  under  the 
tuition  plan  than  it  would  be  if  you  were  to  build  an 
additional  room  to  Ellis  School  and  return  these  pupils 
to  Fremont. 

A  quick  estimate  would  indicate  that  Fremont  could 
save  approximately  $2,400  next  year  by  building;  as- 
suming, of  course,  that  the  cost  of  this  construction 
($28,000  —  petitioned  article  in  the  warrant)  is  paid 
off  in  four  years,  and  that  transportation  for  grades 
9-12  to  Sanborn  Regional  is  continued. 

Therefore,  the  problem  this  year  is  not  far  different 
from  the  one  you  had  to  face  last  year.  Is.it  worth  the 
extra  money  to  have  your  7th  and  8th  grade  children 
receive  the  type  of  education  Sanborn  Regional  is  pro- 
viding —  a  comprehensive  program  Fremont  could 
never  hope  to  duplicate  locally,  regardless  of  cost? 

Your  school  board  and  Superintendent  of  Schools 
have  taken  a  stand  —  now  it  is  once  again  your  turn. 

Staff  changes  continue  to  be  rather  numerous  —  a 
fifty  per  cent  turnover  this  past  year.  Mrs.  Selma  Shaw 
returned  to  Fremont  and  replaced  Miss  Montminy  in 

—72— 


Grade  2.  Mrs.  Barbara  Bassett,  a  graduate  of  Cornell 
University,  replaced  Mrs.  Morrione  in  Grade  3.  Mrs. 
Helen  Seavey  of  Fremont,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Nor- 
mal School,  replaced  Miss  White  in  Grade  4.  Small 
towns  such  as  Fremont  are  rapidly  becoming  teacher 
training  grounds,  and  stepping  stones  to  the  larger, 
better  paying  communities. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  without  mentioning 
the  overall  work  in  curriculum  development  and  class- 
room supervision  and  evaluation  taking  place  in  Union 
No.  14.  In  this  area  we  are  most  fortunate  to  have  an 
assistant  superintendent  devoting  considerable  time  to 
this  most  important  aspect  of  education.  The  following 
material  was  taken  from  one  of  his  progress  reports. 

Assistant  Superintendent  Frank  Games  states  that 
in  the  field  of  elementary  curriculum  revision  a  read- 
ing v/orkshop  was  held  for  all  first  and  second  grade 
teachers  of  the  Union.  A  careful  examination  of  the 
existing  textbooks  and  materials  was  made.  As  a  result 
of  this  workshop  a  new  reading  series  with  three  lev- 
els was  adopted.  Such  a  move  requires  several  years  of 
budget  consideration  and  with  the  proper  years  of 
depreciation  being  allowed  to  the  textbooks  on  hand. 
The  present  textbooks  are  a^dequate  for  the  average 
reader,  but  lack  the  proper  motivation  for  the  enrich- 
ment of  the  talented  pupils  as  well  as  for  the  remedial 
group  who  have  reading  disabilities. 

School  readiness  of  the  pupils  entering  the  first  grade 
is  receiving  more  and  more  study  by  educational  con- 
sultants. During  the  summer  of  1987  we  had  twenty- 
six  pupils  attending  the  Headstart  programs  in  Exeter, 
Raymond,  and  Derry.  Our  principals  are  now  evaluating 
the  effect  of  Headstart  on  our  pupils  to  see  what  im- 
petus this  program  has  when  it  is  related  to  school  suc- 
cess. 
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A  handbook  for  parents  was  issued  in  May  to  cover 
all  pupils  who  were  planning  to  enter  the  first  grade  in 
September.  This,  combined  with  the  school  visitation, 
hopefully  gave  an  orientation  to  the  new  pupils  as  well 
as  to  the  parents.  Early  in  the  school  year  a  guide  was 
sent  home  for  first  grade  parents  to  fill  out.  It  required 
a  thoughtful  description  of  many  activities  and  skills 
that  could  aid  the  teacher  to  understand  the  individual 
child.  We  were  gratified  that  all  parents  co-operated  in 
this  time-consuming  questionnaire.  It  has  been  a  source 
of  information,  a  resource  for  parent-teacher  confer- 
ences, and  a  research  instrument  for  the  guidance  of 
the  school  administrators.  Next  year,  it  may  be  revised 
based  on  the  experience  of  the  present  school  year. 

It  now  appears  that  the  Federal  government  will  be  a 
permanent  partner  in  the  support  of  elementary  and 
secondary  education.  Recent  directives  indicate  the 
amount  allocated  to  any  program  must  have  a  total 
budget  of  over  $2,500.  This  means  that  several  towns 
in  our  union  must  join  together  since  the  total  grant 
for  each  of  the  towns  is  less  than  $2,500.  We  are  seek- 
ing to  involve  the  principals  in  programs  that  serve 
real  needs  in  their  schools,  rather  than  crash  projects 
to  utilize  money  that  is  available.  It  is  our  philosophy 
that  more  flexibility  should  be  given  to  the  nature  of 
the  Title  I  projects  which  bases  the  allocation  on  the 
economically  deprived  children  of  the  school  district.  At 
this  time,  most  of  the  money  is  being  used  to  develop 
remedial  programs  in  reading  or  for  special  help  classes 
where  we  have  educationally  deprived  pupils.  (In  keep- 
ing with  the  above  plan,  Fremont  now  has  a  part-time 
remedial  reading  teacher.  She  is  shared  with  Brent- 
wood as  a  joint  project.  Here  time  is  spent  in  the  first 
three  grades  trying  to  help  those  children  who  have 
serious  reading  problems.  More  help  is  needed  in  this 
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all-important  area,  but  at  present,  funds  are  not  avail- 
able.) 

',Mr.  Games  further  states  that  the  Title  II  projects 
for  improving-  elementary  classroom  libraries,  reading 
materials,  and  facilities  for  centralized  secondary  school 
libraries  is  meeting  a  vital  need  in  all  our  school  dist- 
ricts. The  teachers  as  well  as  the  principals  have  care- 
fully weighed  their  requirements  to  make  each  dollar 
purchase  some  needed  item. 

In  conclussion  I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the 
Fremont  School  Board  for  their  understanding  and 
consideration.  These  help  to  make  a  difficult  job  more 
pleasant.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

School  Board,  and  Citizens  of  Fremont: 

As  this  is  my  first  full  annual  report,  I  take  this 
opportunity  to  review  the  Health  Program  and  some  of 
the  things  I  was  able  to  accomplish  this  past  year,  along 
with  some  statistical  reports. 

DENTAL 
E'^ch  year  a  Dental  Clinic  is  sponsored  by  the  Fre- 
mont PTA    in   conjunction   with   the  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Dental  Health  which  supplies  the  match- 
ing funds  for  the  program. 

In  addition  each  year  the  pupils  in  Grade  3  partici- 
pate in  a  special  dental  program  sponsored  by  the 
makers  of  Crest  toothpaste.  The  purpose  of  this  pro- 
gram is  to  encourage  proper  brushing  of  the  teeth. 

This  past  year  we  were  also  fortunate  in  obtaining 
the  services  of  a  dental  hygienist  from  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Department  of  Dental  Health  for  a  dental  educa- 
tional program  for  students  in  grades  1-8.  This  pro- 
gram included  instruction  in  the  proper  brushing  and 
care  of  the  teeth ;  how  and  why  tooth  decay  occurs  and 
how  to  prevent  it ;  along  with  proper  dental  nutrition. 

SAFETY 
Statistics  tell  us  that  in  New  Hampshire  and  the  en- 
tire United  States,  the  leading  cause  of  death  in  people 
ages  1  29  is  accidents.  We  were  privileged  to  have  a 
"FirG  Prevention  and  Safety  Program"  sponsored  by 
the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Resource  Development 
and  presented  to  grades  1-8  by  the  law  enforcement 
officer. 

OTHER 

Other  special  health  instruction  classes  included  per- 
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sonal  hygiene,  and   tuberculosis  testing. 

PRE-SCHOOL  READINESS  PROGRAM 
The  pre-school  readiness  program  is  a  many-faceted 
program.  It  includes  the  following: 

1.  Registration  for  school  in  September. 

2.  Guidance  questionnaire.  (This  gives  us  a  better 
understanding  of  your  child.  Is  he  shy,  aggressive, 
self-consicous,  does  he  mix  with  others,  etc.) 

3.  HEALTH  HISTORY.  This  is  very  important,  espec- 
ially if  there  are  any  deviations  from  normal  health 
i.e.,  diabetes,  epilepsy,  allergies  to  bee  stings,  etc. 

4.  EYE  SCREENING  TEST. 

5.  HEARING  SCREENING  TEST.  (If  adequate  space 
and  quiet  is  available.)  The  first  steps  in  Educa- 
tion are  the  most  important.  A  child  with  an  undis- 
covered hearing  or  vision  problem  could  fail  in  com- 
prehending his  teacher's  instructions  and  set  a 
pattern  of  failure  early  in  his  school  life.) 

6.  HEIGHTS  AND  WEIGHTS. 

7.  DENTAL  EXAMINATION.  A  dental  hygienist  ex- 
amines each  child  and  gives  dental  instruction  in 
brushing  and  care  of  the  teeth  to  both  mother  and 
child,  along  with  a  free  toothbrush. 

8.  DOCTOR'S  READINESS  EXAMINATION.  This  is 
not  a  physical  examination.  The  child  will  not  fail 
if  he  has  flat  feet.  This  is  his  family  doctor's  re- 
sponsibility. We  are  interested  in  his  emotional  age 
level.  Is  he  ready  for  school?  What  is  his  vocabu- 
lary understanding?  Has  he  a  speech  problem,  or 
does  he  have  other  problems  such  as  being  over- 
active that  might  interfere  with  his  ability  to  per- 
form in  the  classroom. 

9.  PARENT-TEACHER  CONFERENCES.
